PATTERNS OR NOT? 
Some Coins of Hyderabad State of India

Prior to the independence of India from British control, one 
of the larger states of India was Hyderabad. Hyderabad was lo- 
cated in south central India and was ruled by a Nizam. The 
ancestors of the Nizams began as governors of the Deccan under 
the rule of the Mughul emperors. 

It was under the rule of the Nawab Nizam Ali Khan, Nizam 
II, that the supremacy of the British rule was recognized in 
1798. The coinage of the state followed the general pattern of 
Indian coinage until 1894 AD (1312 AH), when the coinage was 
reformed. The style of the new coinage followed that of the old 
handmade coins but was now struck by machinery thereby pro- 
viding a much more uniform coin.

This new type coin, struck by machinery, was first intro- 
duced for public use in 1894 AD (1312 AH). It had two names: 
“Halli Sicca’”’ (meaning current coin) and “Charkhi’’ (meaning 
of the wheel, thereby relating to the machinery). It was the first 
milled and raised edge coin of Hyderabad state. In an article in 
the Numismatist (reference 1), a rubbing is shown of a pattern 
silver rupee struck by machinery in 1889 AD (1307 AH) but not 
put into circulation. This coin is illustrated in Figure la and 1b. 
The specifics of the coin are: weight 11.16 grams and diameter

Collecting is a challenge. It is undoubtedly the challenge 
which drives a collector to spend great amounts of time, energy 
and money on his endeavor. When the challenge is curtailed, or 
lessened, as it frequently is by rising prices of collector’s items, 
or oppositely, by the completion of a collection, one often turns 
to something else. The result is all around us in our numismatic 
world. In the United States people collected United States coins 
— few had much of an interest in foreign coins. But with rising 
prices, and such an influx of new collectors, the collecting of 
foreign coins became fashionable. However, due to the really 
great number of hobbyists, the prices of foreign coins soon rose 
to great heights. And now we have serious collectors specializing 
in wooden nickels, paper money, and other forms of money not 
popular a few years ago. Surprisingly, one factor has to develop 
in order to allow the growth of any collecting field. That is value. 
In order for a collector to be willing to spend substantial sums on 
a collecting endeavor, he must feel that his collection represents 
an investment. Few, if any, of us would collect anything which 
costs as much as coins and other forms of money (not to mention 
postage stamps, antiques, and other articles of interest) unless 
we felt that the value was going to appreciate. Granted, a dealer 
cannot pay as much as he sells an item for. His service is neces- 
sary and he must be compensated for it. But time is always on 
the collector’s side, in a rising market, and the investment aspect 
is therefore satisfied. 


Now I think many collectors are missing the boat. I have 
observed collectors who will spend perhaps a thousand dollars on 
a group of coins, pass by a book that they want, and one which 
is fundamental to their knowledge of the very coins they own. 
Why? Because the book represents no investment. It represents 
a luxury that the collector won’t allow himself. The numismatic 
collector has learned to buy only what will hold its own, price- 
wise. And books are poor as investments go. 


Or are they? As dealers in numismatic books, we observe 
books going out of print at a staggering rate. And almost imme- 
diately the prices on those books rise. Like coins, not all books 
are worth owning, and some never will be of substantial value. 
But try to find the books listed in the bibliography of even the 
common redbook. They simply are not to be readily found. 
There is a small but growing group of collectors who have already 
recognized the numismatic library as an end in itself. Their 
books are collector’s items, they are investments, they are often 
works of art, and of course they are historical sources of infor- 
mation not unlike the coins themselves. If you are going to build 
a library, now is the best chance you yet have to do it.

30.6 mm with a milled edge and a fineness of 818. The obverse 
inscription, (Fig. la), (reading from top to bottom and right to 
left), reads first line: Asaf Jah (name of dynasty) 92 (sum of 
the symbolic numbers in the Prophet’s name); second line: 
Nizam al Mulk Bahadur (a dynastic title roughly translated as 
Governor of the King of the Brave). The Arabic “‘m’’ just to the 
right of Bahadur is the initial of the current ruler, Mir Mahbob. 
The third line: 1307 saneh (1307 AH equivalent to 1889 AD and 
saneh means year). The reverse inscription (Fig. 1b) reads top 
line: Julus Maimanat Manus 22 (in the 22nd year of his reign of 
tranquil prosperity); middle line: Bunayad Hyderabad (founda- 
tion Hyderabad); bottom line: Zarbe Farkhunda (struck happy). 
This whole inscription translated reads, ‘“‘struck in Hyderabad of 
happy foundation in the 22nd year of his reign of tranquil 
prosperity.”

The specifics of the 14 anna copper coin, fig. 2 are: date 1312 
AH (1894 AD), weight 5.0 grams, diameter 23 mm, and milled 
edge. The inscription is modified on this coin. The obverse (Fig. 
2a) lacks the word for year, “‘saneh,”’ and the words of the in- 
scription have been moved to new positions. The reverse, (Fig. 
2b), has two major changes only. At the top the number 28 is 
for the 28th year of reign and in the center of the reverse is an 
added inscription which is the denomination for 4% anna, ““mib- 
shat ana.”

Fig. 3 shows the plain edge copper coin. This coin is dated 
1312 AH (1894 AD), weighs 11.17 grams and has a diameter of 
30 mm. It is similar to the 44 anna coin, the differences being in 
the reverse inscription. The number 29 represents the 29th year 
of reign (at top of coin), and in the center of the reverse the 
added inscription ‘“‘neem ana,” meaning 4 anna. 

A comparison of the inscriptions of Fig. 2 and 3 shows the 
change for use on the adopted coinage. These two copper pieces 
may not be patterns. Yeoman’s ““Modern World Coins,” 9th edi- 
tion, does not list them and one might assume that they are pat- 
terns of the copper coinage. However, this is subject to doubt 
since the illustration at the top right of page 255 of Yeoman’s 
book shows the same quarter anna coin as figure 2 but with a 
different date, 1318 AH. The date on the coin in Fig. 2 is 1312 
AH. 

It is interesting to note that both copper coins have different 
reign years but the same AH date. Also the AH date difference 
between the silver coin and the copper coins is five years while 
the differences in the reign years are 6 and 7 years. 

The coin illustrated in Fig. 1 is no doubt a pattern, but the 
coins of Figs. 2 and 3 may not be patterns, only very scarce or 
rare copper coins. Note that while Yeoman illustrates the 4 
anna coin he does not include it in the listing of coins for Hyder- 
abad. Also the copper coin is shown under the heading for the

silver coins. 

Once again the lack of information and lack of availability of 
reference books on the coinage of Hyderabad state of India 
makes the status of these coins doubtful. The fine article on the 
coins of Hyderabad printed in the ‘““Numismatist” issue of July, 
1970 does nothing to solve the dilemma. Once again the readers 
have an opportunity to lend assistance to this writer.

THE TWO-CENT PIECE: 
A STRANGER TO THIS GENERATION

The fascination ot coin collecting has attracted people for 
centuries, but never has this hobby been so popular in all nations 
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The Two-Cent Piece: A Stranger To This Generation 


as it is today. 

The two-cent piece is one of my favorite U.S. coins, not only 
for its attractive design, but also for the courageous fight the 
little coin put up for its survival. It is one of the short-lived 
issues of United States coinage. The motto “In God We Trust” 
appeared for the first time in a scrolled ribbon above the shield 
assembly. Its presence on the new coin was due largely to the 
increased religious sentiment during the Civil War crisis. 

The years between 1851 and 1890 were the heyday of the 
United States Odd Denominations. Actually, the denomination 
expansion started in 1849 when discovery of gold in California 
made new coinage desirable, both large and small. 

Evidently someone in the mint thought a two-cent coin would 
be useful. There was no great demand for it, and cents were 
superior to it in several ways. The two-cent piece was large, and 
did nothing that two smaller pennies couldn’t. People used the 
coin of course, and it was struck in fairly large quantities in the 
1860’s, but its discontinuance was no great loss. 

The regular coinage did not start until toward the end of the 
Civil War in 1864. Yet, as early as 1836 some of our mint design- 
ers and officials produced a pattern for a two-cent piece. The 
design was about the size of a dime and showed a small eagle 
standing with wings open, its head turned toward the right, with 
the border legend reading ‘‘United States of America” and the 
date “1836.” The reverse bore its value ‘“‘two-cents” inside an 
olive wreath. Examples were struck in silver, nickel, copper, 
copper-nickel alloy and white metal. The design was never 
adopted, and twenty-eight years elapsed before we had a two- 
cent piece in circulation. 

The Civil War intensified the need for small change, and the 
nickel Indian Head cents, although issued by the millions, 
seemed inadequate. The merchants of the country took bold 
liberties with coin designs, imitated the Indian Head and placed 
their own advertisements upon either obverse and reverse, and 
the country was flooded with millions of these substitutes for 
our cent in thousands of curious designs. In the midst of all this 
flood of small coins, the two-cent piece appeared. 

The year 1863 saw a number of beautiful models for a two- 
cent coin made at our mint in Philadelphia. For a time there

seemed to be a definite demand and necessity for such a coin. 
The most beautiful of these early patterns bore a profile bust of 
Washington with the legend “God and our Country” and the 
value. 

This design was not adopted either, and others followed with- 
out any portrait bust. The next pattern bore a shield and the 
motto “God Our Trust.” Finally, in 1863, appeared the type of 
coin with the regular motto “In God We Trust” which was 
formally adopted the next year. A few of the patterns of 1863 
were struck off in nickel, copper, bronze, copper-nickel alloy and 
aluminum. The year 1863, it is believed, was approximately the 
first year that our mint struck samples of their dies in aluminum, 
yet we have never had a regular coinage in that metal. 

The act of April 22, 1864 specified the weight as 96 grains, 
the alloy being the same as for the cent, 95 per cent copper and 
five per cent tin and zinc. 

The ornate shield device is very similar to the nickel five-cent 
piece introduced in 1866. It is super imposed over a pair of 
crossed arrows and flanked on either side by thickly leafed 
branches of laurel. The designer, James Longacre, placed two 
agricultural half-wreaths of wheat, tied at the bottom by a bow- 
less knot, involving a large figure ‘‘2” over the word cents on the 
reverse. The coin was a plain edge and bears no mint mark. 

Many worn examples of this coin have come down to us 
through the years to show the people gave the coin hard circula- 
tion, even if they disliked it or found it inconvenient. Since about 
1960, the value has attracted a lot of attention because it was the 
first American denomination to carry “In God We Trust.” If 
that was the main reason for striking it, the Treasury had diffi- 
culty in justifying it. There were 45,601,000 minted, but the 
only scarce dates with some degree of rarity are the ones minted 
in 1873 and command a premium price. 

The diminishing issue of the two-cent piece after the first 
year leads one to believe the coin must have lost its popularity 
in a hurry. The cent and three-cent piece, which was brought 
into being with regards to the 3¢ postal charge, seemed to fill the 
need. At any rate, few people speak of a two-cent piece today, 
and most have never seen one. Needless to say, it is a stranger 
to this generation. 
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SOME UNLISTED MINOR VARIETIES 
ON MEXICAN COINS 


Overdates are rather prevalent in the coinage from the 
Mexico City Mint during the late period of the Spanish Empire. 
Indications are that many unreported varieties exist. For years 
most of the reference texts and catalogues have paid little atten- 
tion to overdates. As examples, E. Adams’s Catalogue of the 
Collection of Julius Guttag, (1929); A. F. Pradeau’s Numismatic 
History of Mexico, (1938); Yriarte and Lopez-Chaves’s Catalogo 
de los Reales de a Ocho Espanoles, (1965) as well as their 
Catalogo General de La Onza, (1968); J. A. Vincenti’s Catalogo 
General de la Moneda Espanola, (1970); and R. P. Harris’s 
Pillers & Portraits, A Catalogue of Spanish American Silver 
Coins 1732 to 1826, (second edition, 1969); makes no distinction 
as to overdates. 

However, in some of the most recent reference works, over- 
dates are receiving a good deal of attention. J. J. R. Lorente’s 
Catalogo de los Reales de a Dos Espanoles, (1965); G. Calbeto’s 
fabulous Compendium VIII Reales (1970); and C. A. Elizando’s 
Eight Reales and Pesos of the New World, (second edition, 
1971); give extensive consideration to overdates. The suggestion 
is that many overdates remain to be published. 
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An example, which I believe is so far unpublished, is the half 
real pictured above. The date 1800 is clearly over 1799. Note the 
top bar of the 7 through the top loop of the 8, and the lower loop 
of each 9 in the center of each 0. 
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In the period of the Republic, the overdates occurring in the 
Mexican coinage are extensive. So much so that one must be very 
careful to avoid reading dates which are not there. Two examples 
are shown above. In the case of the 5 centavo, the date is prob- 
ably 1902 over 1901, but other possibilities are: 1902 (crude 
date, not an overdate), and even 1902 over 1899. A less worn 
specimen might reveal the answer. 

The date on the 10 centavo is not as badly formed as that on 
the 5 centavo, but a question arises here also. The date is clearly 
1903, but the 3, with its rather heavy top bar (common of the 
numeral 3 used at that time) could easily conceal the curved top 
of a 2 while the lower portion of the 3, being filled, could be 
caused by the diagnoal portion of the 2. Or, perhaps more likely,

the date may be 1903 over 1. If so, it has its parallel in the 5 
centavo of the same mint and year (but with assayer’s initial Q, 
rather than V as on this 10 centavo) as listed by Buttrey and 
Hubbard in A Guide Book of Mexican Coins, 1822 to Date, (sec- 
ond edition, 1971). 
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The 1 centavo of Mexico City, 1893 over 2 is a well pub- 
lished overdate. Buttrey and Hubbard picture the coin with an 
enlarged photograph (pg. 132). The above coin is also 1893 over 
2, but from a different die to the one pictured by Buttrey and 
Hubbard. Ex ng amp of the coin indicates that the date is 1893 
over 3 over 2. The stronger 3 is rotated clockwise slightly from 
the weaker 3 ‘eich is slightly higher. The 2 can be seen both in 
front of the 3’s as well as behind the diagonal stroke of the 3’s, 
as shown in the diagram. A small dot to the upper right of the 
figure 3 indicates that a third entry of the 3 may have been 
attempted. 
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Have you ever wondered what a coin struck from rusty dies 
looks like? The above centavo of the Culiacan Mint is a good 
example. Note the small raised dots around the date and mint 
mark C, particularly the large dot to the right of the mint signa- 
ture. It is likely that the rust which damaged this die could have 
occurred over a period as short as a few weeks. 

Modern coinage dies are almost always made of steel, and in 
most cases, a high carbon steel. High carbon steel requires less 
sofistication in its manufacture than most other alloy steels. It 
is very soft in the annealed condition, extremely hard in the 
tempered state and very easy to temper. In short, it is an ideal 
material for the job. It is, however, highly susceptible to corro- 
sion. An unprotected die can show rust within a day, when ex- 
posed to moisture or high humidity. Perspiration, being saline, 
is even more corrosive than water alone. 

Tell-tale marks such as rust can be most helpful in the identi- 
fication of particular dies. Although usually of less proportions 
than in the die above, rust pittings are found rather frequently.
